To elu- 
cidate the history, he added va- 
rious sentences, and sometimes 
changed the ancient names of ci- 
ties or persons, into such as were 
modem. Whether he added the 
vowel points, and the Kerikttib, 
various readings nr marginal cor- 
rections, to the number of 900 or 
1000, at least some of them we 
dare not decide.

Mon- 
tanu&' corrections render it still 
more useful. By the assistance of 
two persons skilled in Hebrew, 
Cardmal Cigatan translated part 
of the Old Testament. Isidorus 
Claiius undertook to correct the 
Vulgate firum the Hebrew, and 
pretends be rectified above 800 
passages. Of Protestants, Sebas- 
tian Munster published a literal 
but judicious translation. That 
of Leo Juda is more elegant Latin, 
but less conformable to the origi- 
nal. Castalio often resards his 
pompous, if not sometimes fop- 
pish Latinitjr, more than the mind 
of the Holy Ghost. Junius Tre- 
mellius and Beza's translations 
■re considerably exact, and have 
been flreq^uently reprinted. PUca- 
tor's version, which he published 
a little before his death, along 
with his commentary, is still more 
so.

HYMRNRUS was probablv a 
native of Rphesus • for a while be 
professed the Christian faith, and 
seemed a real believer; but he 
fell into grievous errors, and per 
haps abominable practices. 

HYPOCRISY, a counterfeiting 
of religion and virtue; an affecta- 
tion of religion, without any real 
regard to the thing, Isa. xxxil.

On ac- 
count of hi* piety, and tor the sake 
of Rachel h 'smother, Jacob was 
estremely fond of him, and made 
him a party coloured coat, such as 
wnng princea then wore. Joseph 
too informed him of some wicked- 
ness Ills brethren, sons of Bilha 
and Zilpah, had been guiltv of 
On these accounts, his brethren 
heartily hated him. When he 
was seventeen years of a^e, his fe- 
ther, who generally retained hira 
at home, sent him to see where 
his brethren were feedmp tlieir 
floCBS, and how they were in their 
circumstances. Going to Shechem, 
and thence to Dothan, he careful- 
ly sought them o«t. At first sight 
of him, they resolved 
him, and tell thflr

S. Joievk of Atimathea, a pri- 
vate disciple of our Saviour's, and 
a Jewish senator, who consented 
not to the deed of the saniiedrim, 
in condemning and cruciAing 
Christ.

TRUMP, or TVsnnprf, an h<il 
low instrument of silver, brnss, 
horn, or the like, f(>r K>unding 
with the breath, in order to < nn- 
vene amemblies and encourngc to 
war, Jer. iv. 5. By the direction 
of God, Moses made two silwr 
tnunpets, wherewith the privsto 
were to call together the Hebrew » 
to their solemn assemblies, and to 
direct their marches, or encou- 
rage them to war. When the 
whole congregation was requin-d 
to asiemMe, the sound was to be 
simple and unifiirm: when only 
the princes were required to meet 
with Moses, the sound was shrill. 
A long and quivenng sound di- 
rected those on the east side of 
the taoemacle to <l«cainp and 
march : a second sound uf thi> 
same airs, directed those on tlie 
south side to do the same : at a 
third sound, those on the west 
side marched : and at the fourth, 
those on the north.

Where 
the air, by the heat of the sun or 
otherwise, is most rarlfied, thither 
the denkfT (Mrt of the distant air 
bendk its course ; and so a very 
rarified air bodes a storm. The 
trade-winds which are met with 
on the vast ocean, chiefly on 
the Pacific, blow not directly 
from east to west, but incline t(>» 
ward» the itjnator, wlirn- tlie air 
1% most raiificd. Thi» rarefaction 
of the air under the i-quator, 1 
suppose, is alw> the reason whv so 
much rain happens in the Uifrid 
tone in the kuinmer-i^ason, the 
clou<ls fVotn other placet |>ouring 
themselvm into that region, where 
the heal ha* »o exceedingly rari- 
fied the air. Winds blow alniokt 
constantljfrom offthe sea in places 
ezccediiig hot. Winds from the 
sea are »ainiest in winter and 
cfJdest in suininer : and land- 
winds are rolilokt in winter and 
hottest It kummer. Winds blow- 
ing over hi!U covered with snow, 
or over c«»ld countries,are thereby 
rendered co:aer.

II; andaO,00Oaf them attended retained longer than the law al- 
lowed, and begged that Jeremiah 
would pray fortnem. Meanwhile, 
the Egyptians marching an army 
into Canaan, Nebuuiadnczxar 
raised the Mege of Jerusalem to 
attack them. During this inter- 
val, the Jews forced back their 
servants, and drew new puni;>h- 
ment on their heads. Having de- 
feated or driven back the Egyp- 
tians, Nebuchadnezzar renewed 
his siege of Jenualem. Zi-dokiah 
often consulted the propliet Jcr<!- 
mMx, but had not pialienre to 
hear, or resiilation to follow, his 
good counsels. Jeremiah ur^^L-d 
him to gr> out, and kubmit him- 
self to Neburhadnexzar*s nM>rcy, 
and it should l>ewell with him. 
For fear of derislcm, he declined 
compliance, and it is like, Pclaii- 
ah the prince, who soon iiflcr had 
a miserable end, difwaded him, 
Exek. xL 13.

When 
Xebuctuidnexzar carried Jehoia- 
diin prisoner to Babvlon, he 
made Mattaniah his uncle king in 
bit stead, after he had caused him 
to swear to be his tributary, and 
changed hb name to Zedekiah. 
He began to reign when he was 21 
years of age, and reigned II. 
Contrary to manifold warnings of 
Ood by the prophet Jeremiah, he 
and his people hardened them-
